France for the peace conference, saying the allied governments have 
accept principles enunciated by him for peace and it is his paramount 
duty to be present. 


Despite many reports th a t republicans or democrats opposed to his 
course, intended to heckle him with questions, not an inc;dent develop­ 
ed to make the occasion d ifferen t from form er ones. 
Th e president’s 
address devoted to a review of the states of the union was more like 
the old time presidential addresses. 


T h e president said he will be in close touch by cable and w ir e ­ 
less and congress will know all be does on the other side. 
He ex­ 
pressed 
the 
hope 
he 
would 
have the co-operation of the public and 
congress, saying through 
the cables and wireless, constant counsel 
and advice would be possible. 


Much of the address was devoted to the railroad 
problem, 
in 
which be said he now had no solution lo offer. 
He 
recommended 
careful study by congress, saying it 
would be a disservice 
to the 
country and to the railroads to p e r m i t 
a return to old conditions un 
der private m anagem ent without rn edification. 
T h e president said he 
stood ready to 
release 
the 
railroads f-o m government 
control 
as 
soon as a suDsfactory plan was w orked out. 
Th e president said that he hoped 
to see a formal 
declaration of 
peace by treaty by the tim e spring 
has come. 


“ No definite program of the c onstruction can be outlined now,” 
M r. W ilson said, “ but as soon as the armistice was 
signed 
govern­ 
ment contr ol of business and ind ustry was released as far as pos 
bible.” 


He expressed Hope congress would not attem pt to confine on the

cause, the president said, it wouid be unwise to attempt to adjust the 
American program to a future wor Id policy as yet undetermined. 
Paying tribute to the people’s conduct in war. he spoke particu­ 
larly of the w o rk of women and a gam appealed for woman suffage 
by special amendment. 


He said He had no private th ought or

France, but he regarded it as his 
highest duty, saying: “ It is now 
my duty to play my full part in rn aking good the promise of America 
to her soldiers for the victory they offered th eir life’s blood to attain.” 
Democratic representatives applauded vociferously when the president 
announced his intention of g o ’ng to the peace conf erence. 
The repub­ 
lican side was silent and so was many senators on both sides of the 


chamber. 
The president spoke for forty- two minutes and applause was lim ­ 
ited to the democratic side. 
Interruptions, threatened by some re­ 
publicans. did not materialize. 
Speaking of the problem of t h e disposition of the railroads, the 


president said:

fNational Crop Improvement Service.J 
T IS entirely possible for a cow 
to produce double her own weight 
in milk in thirty days. 
Tilts may 
sound like a fairy story to those who 
get a small pail full at a milking. 
The second highest record cow in 
the world is Segis Hengerveld Fayne 
Johanna, who produces on test 2,597.- 
20 pounds of milk in thirty days. She 
can 
produce more tha*n forty-seven 
pounds of butter in a week. 
She is 
the daughter of the only fifty pound 
cow 
In feeding a cow for milk pro­ 
duction, there are seven factors which 
should he considered. 
1. Palatability. 
2. Digestibility. 
3. Proper proportion of digestible 
protein, carbohydrates and fat. 
4. Variety. 
5. Suitability of feed to animal and 
milk. 
6. 
Bulk. 
7. 
Cost. 
A good rule to follow is to include 
at least three cereals in making up 
every ration. 
Do not under-feed your cow. 
The 
cow which will eat the most, gen­ 
erally makes the most milk. 


Live stock, especially dairy cows, 
should be fed mainly upon the by­ 
products of cereal manufacture after 
the hum an fond has been largely 
utilized, supplemented by home-growrn 
roughage, silage and pasture. 


It is entirely possible to double the 
milk flow of a good cow. 
No feed is 
cheap which does not produce re­ 
sults. 
It is 
exceedingly difficult for 
feeders to obtain separately, the n?res- 
sary feed stuffs from the local teed 
ma**. There are m any excellent brand­ 
ed feeds which are maintained uni­ 
formly by the manufacturers, wrho 
can obtain ingredients which will pro­ 
vide the necessary nutrients in the 
absence of bran, barley feed, malt 
and distillers, grains, which are not 
often easily obtainable. 


In order to avoid the disastrous 
feed shortage of last year, farm ers’ 
associations 
should 
make 
arrange­ 
m ents through their local feed men 
to *hip in their supply while ears and 
transportation may be had. 
There is 
no hfcip for you when the blizzards 
tie up the railroads. 
County agri­ 
cultural agents should immediately 
get busy and locate feed for the com­ 
ing winter.
